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a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 568, including measles, 6 ; scarlet fever, 17 ; diphtheria, 6, and 
whooping cough, 20.

St. Helena. — September 4 to October 2, 1897. Estimated popula- 
tion, 3,600. Total deaths, 2. No deaths from contagious diseases.
